One small step for ‘PJ.’

BERKELEY (AP) -~ Pau! 
Joiner speaks slowly, haltingly, 
but with force, 

“T can't wait to see my fnends 
am! coaches,” he said from his 
mother's Monrovia home, where 
he is recovering from a near-fatal 
aulo accident, 

Joiner, a linebacker at UC Ber- 
keley, wants to show his team- 
mates just how far he's come in 
the months since last summer's 
accident, So, he'll be on hand Sat- 
irday, as a spectator, when Cal 
travels to the Los Angeles Memo- 
nial Coliseum to play Southern 
Cal, 

“He is really excited,” said his 
mother, Dorcas Armstrong. “He’s 
probably doing more things than 
he should, staying longer on the 
treadmill, things like that. I guess 
he wants to speed his recovery, 
He wants to make an impression 
on his teammates, but he can’t do 
it ail in three days.” 

Joiner’s father, Jerry , will join 
tus former wife and their son at 
the game, along with several other 
family members and friends, 

That the 22-year-old Joiner is 
able to attend the game is remark- 
able in itself and a tribute to his 
doctors and therapists and hisown 


determination. 

He suffered head injuries when 
he Jost control of his car and 
slammed into a utility pole July 
10 in Oakland, For nearly two 
months, he was semi-comatose. It 
wasn't unul Sept. 6 that he talked 
again, whispering his name to a 
therapist. Two days later, he ate 


his first solid food. 

Joiner, who suffered a severe contu- 
sion to the part of the brain stem control. 
ling most cognitive and motor functions, 
has had to releam everything from walk- 
ing and talking to feeding himnseli 

“The things we take for granted--- 
speaking, silting up--- he had to releam,” 
his mother said. “But he’s doing fairly 
well. Right now, he’s eating and giving us 
orders.”

Jower spent the first two weeks after 
the accident in the intensive care unit at 
Oakland's Highland Hospital. He was 
then flown to Southem Califomia to be 
Closer to his family, 

He went home a week ago from the 
Casa Covina Rehabilitation Center in 
Pomona but remains on a regimen of 
physical and speech therapy. 

“He's still going through a really in- 
tensive recovery here,” said Cal coach 
Keith Gilbertson, who spoke regularly 
with Jomer and his family since the acci- 
dent. 

“He’s not 100 percent. I'm just glad

he's alive and getting better,

“We're doing this 
also for Paul because we all 
know how much he wanted to 
play, We just want him to get 
better,” 

Joiner is doing just that, one 
day at a time. 

“He's walking better every 
day,” Mrs. Armstrong said 
“When he first came home, he 
was taking small, tiny steps 
and teetering somewhat. But 
he’s walking much better and 
steadier now, He’s progress- 
ing at a faster rate at home 
because he's getting around 
without a walker, without a 
wheelchair.” 

His mother said doctors 
have told the family the recov- 
ery process could take up to a 
year, 

If he continues to make 
progress at his current pace, 
the family is optimistic Joiner 
will be able to return to schoo) 
early next year.

When the Calitornia State University 
Board of Trustees voted Thursday to 
defer the responsibility of increasing 
fees to the state Legislature, they made 
a clever atiempt at pulling the wool 
over al] of our eyes. The trustees voted 
to ask the Legislature for $37 millon 
—- to be taken from funds allocated for 
Naintaining and building the state’s 
prisons instead of raising student 
fees by 10’percent 

Sounds good. 

Except when closer examination 
reveals that the trustees did vote to 
increase fees for the tenth time in 15 
years if the state doesn’t contribute 
$37 million, Stull reeling from the 
worst recession since the Great Depres 
sion, the state cannot and wall not give 
$37 million to the CSU. Even if the 
State had the money, crime outweighs 
education in the state Capitol, and 
legislators will not take money from 
prisons, even if they should.
